Course. 


In detemiiniiig to bend its efforts toward the pas- 
sage of a ne^v state law which will enable Fort Wayne 
to proceed with its convention hall project. The Sentinel 
beUeves the city conncil's committee of the whole has 
taken the v/ise course. It is practically certain that de- 
feat would be the portion of any movement which, under 
the present law, would seek to compel the county to bear 
any considerable portion of . the burden. 
The project 
would most assuredly be stron.2?ly opposed in the outside 
townships. It is justly and fairly a Fort Wayne work 
which Fort Wayne should assume upon its own account, 
whether municipally or by the raising of funds by private 
subscription. 


The project, too, is much too important to be tabled. 
The need of the auditorium is pressing. Too much effort 
has already been expended upon it to permit the plan to 
be dropped. -It is altogether probable that the state legis- 
lature which convenes in January will readily agree to the 
passage of an act which will enable Fort Wayne and other 
cities w^hich desire to do so to proceed with work of this 
character. This will eliminate all doubt as to the legal- 
ity of the proceeding and ^^^ill pave the way for Fort 
Wayne to build an auditorium as a municipal structure if 
the people desire to do so. We believe they will promptly 
fivaü themselves of the privilege. 


Whether or not the severe criticism of alleged prac- 
tices of the "kangaroo" court maintained among the pris- 
pners in the Allen county jail arc justified could be very 
easily determined by an investigation by the board of 
Btate charities. Under the law this body is vested with 
power to supervise the county jails of the state. It visits 
them, inspects them and makes reports upon their condi- 
tion. It has frequently visited the Allen county jail and 
has not hesitated to roundly condemn the character of the 
building and the inadequate sanitary provisions to be 
found there. It has been fully aware of the existence of 
thè kangaroo court through this and former jail admims- 
trations, for it has mentioned that institution in at least 
some of its reports. If the kangaroo court is half as bad 
as its critics are painting it, The Sentinel suggests that it 
is high time we were hearing from the board of state 
jsharities on the subject. 


Well, we're out of Mexico. The withdrawal of Gen- 
eral Funston and his troops from Vera (¡)ruz after seven 
months of rule there has been accomplished, and thus far, 
at least, no untoward incident has followed the departure 
of Uncle Sam's fighting men.

Pennsylvania 
disinfecting 
train 
and crew, put upon the road two weeks 
ago today to disinfect the cans, stock 
yards and pens on the Western division, 
completed 
its 
work outside of 
Fort 
Wayne last Saturday and returned 
to 
disinfect 
some cars held in the 
local 
yards for that purpose, w hich work they 
will complete today. 


This train Is probably the best equip- 
ped foot and mouth disease disinfecting 
outfit ever sent across the state of Indi- 
ana. 
It consists of an engine, a box ear 
and a caboose and in addition to the 
train crew, carried ten men for ojjerat- 
ing the disinfecting aoparatus. 
The box 
car, which carries the disinfecting aj)- 
paratus and duids, is next to the en- 
gine, as 
shown 
by 
thii 
illustration 
above. 
It is lltted with six large steel 
air reservoirs, connected with the train 


line. 
Tliese tanks are filled with a solu- 
tion for diBiniectiug, known 
as crcHol 
compound, and in this is mixed ii suffi- 
cient t|uaiitity of lime to make tii'- thud 
white, so that 
< ach part of tiui car or 
pen that is being disinfected will show 
by color whether the fluid has reached 
every part or not. 
Generally two spray- 
ing iiose were in operation at once, and 
sometimes more, for it 
is possible 
to 
have four at work at one time if neces- 
sary. 
The hose used for the 
purpose 
are about 230 feet long. 
A force pump 
in the car draws the water for use in 
mixing the disinfecting compound from 
the engine tender, while the force em- 
ployed in the apraying operation is air 
directly from the air pumps on the en- 
gine. 
The tanks are so arranged that 
while two or more of them are in use, 
the men can be engaged in making the 
compound and putting it in the emptied 
tanks. 


In the work of guarding against ho-if 
and mouth disease this train and 
its 
crew liave traveled »To miles, has disin- 
fected 475 oars, thirty-four 
pens 
and 
five })ortable chutes. 
It was in charge 
of Conductor Miller, while O. E. Shaffer 
had charge of the men who o p e r r ^ d the 
disinfecting apparatus.

A new constitution Avas adopted Man- 
uay evening at a meeting of the Eort 
Wayne 
Federation 
of 
Labor.

several minor changes were made over 
the old constitution there was nothing 
of a radical nature. 


A statistician is provided under the 
new- constitution, it being his duty to 
compile statistics of 
all kinds dealing 
v.'itli labor in Fort Wa.\'ne. 
A vocation 
school committee is providetl whose dutj'" 
it will bo to visit the vocational schools 
every three months. 
More rigid 
rules 
governing the work of the delegates to 
the central body arc also included. 


Tlie new 
constitution provides 
that 
the proposition for Labor day 
parades 
liiust have a referendum 
vote 
in 
all 
locals and that it must liave two-thirds 
of the locals in favor before it is car- 
ried. 
A few clianges wore made in the

One of the princi))al features of the 
new constitution is the clause providing 
that any local organization to have its

Invade England, of course! 
Hundreds of plans for such an invasion 
bave tmdoubtedly been worked over in 
the Berlin war office. 
But under pres- 
ent conditions, the following plan 
is 
looked upon by strategists aa the one 
the Germans are most apt to adopt. Des- 
perate, it is, but it also contains chances 
for success, and success might mean the 
end of the war in short order. 


The Great Dash for England. 


From the German naval center—the 
ports of Emden and Wilhe.lm«haven, the 
Kiel canal and the isle of Heligoland— 
will come forth the fighting ships of 
the Germans, dreadnoughts, battle cruis- 
ers, destroyers and other flotilla. Form- 
ing parallel lines with decks cleared for 
a' tion, hulls paiiited gray and every gun 
crew at post the line will hesitate long 
rnoiigh for a great flotilla of German 
trans-Atlantic liners 
and 
transports, 
enrh carrying 10,000 trained men, ma- 
chine gims and artillery, to sneak out 
of the Eras river and take their place 
bet\\eon the columns of warships. 


Then the dash on England across 300 
jiiiles of open sea beprins. 
If the Brit- 
ish fleet is encountered the Germans will 
olVcr furious battle and while this is 
in progress it will be the part of the 
tr.insport captains to head for the Eng- 
li?"n coast and beach their ships at the 
earliest possible moment, dropping mines 
l.fiiind them en route. It is hoped that 
at least half of these transport ships 
would reach English soil. 
Biit even if 
lialf should be lost, the price is not too 
liigh. 


Arrival at the beach horses will be 
thrown into the sea and left to swim 
ashore. 
Flat bottomed scows will take 
off the men and light cannon. 
Cranes 
aboard the ships will lift the heavy ar- 
tillery onto specially built lighters and 
then by inclined planes the g\ms would 
be brought up on the beach. 


German Army In England. 


The inexperienced English territorials 
—militia of the home guard—would fall 
feasy victims to the host of trained men 
according to the German belief, 
and 
would be driven back into the interior, 
leaving no obstacle to a march on Lon- 
don. 


This plan is based on the supposition 
that the German battle fleet will be 
wiped out. 
Bnt ^lu' i<'i+iHh fleet may 
not even be encoiintered in the <1 
which will hardly take more than a day 
at the most. 
In the event that the dash 
reaches the English coast Avithout bat- 
tle the German wtirRhips will form a 


crt scent outside the landing force and 
there fight the world's greatest naval 
battle with the oncoming English fleet. 


But the chances are. and 
Germany 
frpures on that probability, that the 
fleet will be sunk bv the British. 
This 
will leave the half million men maroon- 
ed in England, with reinforcements im- 
possible. 
But the marooned army will 
rule the country. 
The untrained men 
ol England could not defeat a half mil- 
lion, or quarter million, trained, fully 
equipped Germans, wlio would at once 
conquer the country, seize its ports and 
forts, and mine the approaches from the 
se».. 


Thus, England will have ceased to 
exist, just like Belgium. 
Tlie British 
fleet and the colonies will be England! 


English Fleet to Blockade England, 
Admiral Sir John Jellicoe will be ruler 
oi England, being the highest official of 
the government at sea. 
Or, perhaps the 
Duke of Connaught, governor general of 
Canada, an uncle of the present 
sov- 
ereign, will be the ruler and headquar- 
ters of the empire established in the do- 
minion. 


i\aw. what will the BrHish fleet do? 
Blockade England to proA^ent any more 
Germans landing. 


England never has food enough with- 
in its boundaries to last more than thir- 
ty days. If the fleet blockades England 
to starve out the German invaders it 
wiii also starve out its own 40,000,000 
people. 
If it sends food to the island 
the German army, in control of the isl- 
and, would be sure to get its share. 


The English fleet would probably al- 
low food to be landed in England. 
But 
would the Geraians allow it? 
As soon 
as they landed, the German invading 
army would at once gather enough food 
to support itself indefnitely. 
Would it 
rllow the English navy to throw in food 
to support the population? 
Let Population Starve, as War Measure. 


Yt-ar is Avar, Would it not be called 
a military necessity to let the popula- 
tion of England starve? When the Eng- 
lish began to die from famine by the 
tens of thousands would not the allies 
surrender to snvo the remainder? 


But passing over the starvation ques- 
tion. 
Assuming that the Germans would 
merely conquer the island and not starve 
its people, w^hat would France and Rus- 
sia do in the meanwhile? 


For France to take enough men from 
the battle front to be transported to 
Fngland would be to invite the Ger- 
nnns into Paris. 
And then there 5s 
the danger of trying to break through 
the submarine wall of mines the invad- 
mg conquerer.s will have placed abotit 
England for their own protection. 


Russia may help by embarking its 
men up throuch Finland and swing down 
T)y way of tlie Arctic sea through the 
Orkney and Shetland islands to land on

STATE'S BUILDING 
IS NOWJOMPlf TE 


Indiana Will Make Very 
Grood Showing at San 
Francisco. 


San 
Francisco, Nov. 24.—Of 
several 
distinctive features possessed by 
Indi- 
ana's pavilion at the Panama-Pacific in- 
ternational exposition new 
structurally 
complete, the one that most profoundly 
impresses is its genuine solidity. bcorcH 
of tons of real stones and bricks 
and 
tiles have been used in its construction, 
and even its timbers are 
exceptionally 
stout. 
No other building within the ex- 
position enclosure—and it contains hun- 
dreds—presents a greater effect of per- 
n.anency. 
It looks as though it -were 
biiiit to last a century. 


This aspect of permanence evokes the 
curiosity of visitors to the fair jfrounds, 
of -whom there are thousands daily, and 
their inquisitiveness is not lessened by 
îiBrcrtaining the honest quality of 
its 
materials, by learning that the 
stones 
aro not cement veneer, nor the bricks 
only skin-deep, nor the tiles merely tin. 
lint they cease 
to 
wonder and 
begin 
to admire when it is explained that Indi- 
an 
leads the coimtry as a 
producer 
of these materials and that their prac- 
tical utility 
as 
there 
demonstrated 
forme a part of the state's exhibit. 


A more effective advertisement could 
r.ot have been conceived, for it cannot 
bo avoided 
by 
anyone 
traversing 
the 
junction of three main boulevards where 
Indiana's V-shaped site is located, oc- 
cupying the very heart of the area de- 
voted to state and foreign buildings. Its 


front faces the magnificent gilt-domed 
pavilion 
erected 
by 
Massachusetts 
(a 
If production of the old state house in 
Boston), and with the Swedish and Phil- 
ippines stnictures at one side and those 
of Waushiii^on and Utah on the other, 
a more desirable environment it would 
be impossible to find. 


Ongenious distribution of the lithic dis- 
play makes every stone an 
inanimate 
contributor 'to the desired publicity. All 
cf them came from the Bedford quar- 
rifF. and were donated by public-spirit- 
ofl citizens of the Hoosier state, as were 
alf;o the bricks and tiles. 
To discover 
that 
Indiana produces those 
materials 
one does not have to enter the eIongate<l 
triangle forming the site, for its nar-

pillars, 
twelve 
feet high, and 
flanking walls, a 
tiled 
canopy and brick threshhold. 
A gateway 
of similar design, but 
smaller 
propor- 
tions, stands 
midway of 
each of 
the 
foot diverging 
sidelines and 
at 
a 
sloping angle from the front of 
tlie pa- 
vilion, which occupies almost the entire 
width of the lot at its widest part and 
is of stone from foundation to 
second 
floor. 
Stone steps ascend to a cement- 
floored porch with dressed stone balus- 
trades extending from either side of the 
main entrance to the extremities of the 
front facade, which is eighty-two feet 
in width. 
These balustrades are about

A friendly st^^amer hadn't helped it right 
itself. 


It ran into a snag and tore a hole in 
its hull. That meant time off for re- 
pairs. 
Somehow no crew would stay on 
the 
boat.

were 
quitting and the machinery began to 
develop little defects that were more 
Rnnoying than serious. An' engineer left. 


The vessel behaved badly in winds 
tind was hard to handle. 


There was nothing really wrong with 
it cxcept that it seemed to be turning 
into a "hoodoo ship." 


There is no answer to the riddle. The 
Saturn probably is as good a boat as It 
ever " was ^and would stand any inspec- 
tion. 
Tt is a valuable piece of river 
rraft that has a bad name—that's all.

Washington, Nov. 24.—That the fed- 
eral government is going more extensive- 
ly than heretofore into the business of 
baby saving is evident as a result of the 
meetings of the Amei-ican Association 
for tile Sfudy and Prevention of Infant 
:\inrt;; ify wlijch has receutlj-" held its 
liffli . i.iiiuil convention in Boston. 


Thr organization is in future to have 
the closc co-operation 
of the 
federal 
children's bureau, of which Miss Julia 
C. Lathrop is chief. 
One direction 
in 
which this co-operation is to be extend- 
ed is on the subject of prenatal care of 
prospective mothers. 
The children's bu- 
reau has already issued 
an 
excellent 
pamphlet on "prenatal care"' which is 
distiibuted free on request, and which 
ought to be in the hands of every pros- 
pective mother in the United States. 


Mrs. ^Nlax West, of the children's bu- 
rear, author of this bulletin, made a re- 
port to the association on the groAvth 
of prenatal care throughout the United 
States. 
Her paper showed that where 
l-renatal care ha» been attempted, the 
result is at once evident in a lowered 
infant death rate. 


Dr. Emmons, of Boston, dc£cribe<l va- 
i-ious clinics ajid other means of assist- 
ajico which were made available to moth- 
ers in Boston, and the sentiment of the 
association was decidedly Jn favor of 
raising the standard among practition- 
ers of medicine and in bestowing appro- 
priate care upon women who need 
it 
most. 


Another federal bureau which is to co- 
operate with the association is the bu- 
K-au of cliemiatry of the department of 
agriculture. 
Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, chief 
of the biireiiu, was elected to the direc- 
torate of the association, and it is be- 
lieved that much can be done by this 
bureaii in the matter of pure food, and 
prosecutions of manufactiu-ers of "doped"' 
smoothing syrups and other harmful in- 
fant "remedies" to help the "save the 
babies" movement. 


The association has a special traveling 
e^'hibit which has already been engaged 
by several states, and which can be se- 
cured at a nominal cost based on the 
expense of transportation bv any com.- 
munity which desires it. 
It was also 
decided to have a "baby saving" ex- 
h.ibit at the Panama exposition at San 
Fiancisco in 1915. 


GORGAS URGES HOSPITAL. 


Recommends That $6o,ooo Be Appropri- 
ated for Ft. Benjamin Harrison. 


AVashington. Nov. 24.—Brigadier Gen- 
erai W. C. (iorgas. United States army 
surgeon general, in his annual 
report 
juFt issued, recommends that theT con- 
"f^ess appropriate $60,000 without fur- 
ther delay to complete the hospital at 
}'t. Benjamin Harrison. 
In discussing 
the need for more adequate hospital fa- 
cilities at the Indianapolis army post 
he says: "One ward wing and the admin- 
istration building of a modern hospital 
h;jvo been erected at this post, but the 
biii'.ding has not been completed. 
It 
lacks one ward wing and a rear annex. 
It is insuflioient in capacity, 
and 
in 
March, 1900. the surgeon recommended 
that the 
hospital 
accommodations 
at 
this post be 
doubled. 
This 
building 
filiould be completed for the 
standard 
plan for a sixty-bed hospital,"

Crusade Against the White 
Plague Will Be Nota- 
ble in Indiana. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Kov. 
24.—Thou- 
sands of Foosiera are enlisting for the 
war. 


In the larger 
communities, notably 
Indianapolis, Fort Wayne, 
Eviuisville, 
'I'erre Haute and South Bend, regiments 
are being formed while in the smaller 
cities recruits are being fitted out by 
companies and battalions. 
A remark- 
able thing about this state-wide move- 
ment is that both men and women are 
being accepted by the recruiting officers. 
Tho army corps that is being rapidlv 
raobilized will fight under the banner 
of the double-barred red cross and will 
be ofiicially known as the Hoosier Cru- 
saders. 


As in the days of 1776 and 1863, the 
rank and file of this Indiana anny is 
made up of all classes. 
The 
grimy- 
handed 
machinist, the worried-looking 
man of finance, the "white wings" of 
the city streets, the silk-clad social lead- 
er. the frock-coated minister, the fleshy 
siJloon-keeper, are 
marching side 
by 
fiide. 


They have all felt the hea%T hand 
of the tyrant Tuberculosis, and they are 
animated with the same desire. Filled 
T-ith the same spirit that possessed the 
crusadej-s of old, they arc lianded to- 
gether for a combined assault on the 
''white plague" wherever it shows its 
head in Indiana. 


The principal purpose of this 
army 
just now is to place the opportunity to 
buy Red Cross CTiristmas seals before 
every man, woman and child in 
the 
state.

the statement sent broadcast by 
the 
foldiers in this Indiana fighting force. 
:viilitary headquarters have been estab- 
lished in rooms 203-205-207. Public Sav- 
ings Insurance building, 147 East ISiar- 
ket street Indianapolis, and any indi- 
vidual or organization desiring to enlist 
is invited to communicate with the "gen- 
eral staff" at once. 
Tlie next assault 
of tlie enemy will take place Novem- 
ber 20, when the sale of Red Cross seals 
opens throughout Indiana.

thority of the .states over railroad rates 
bo wiped out and all authority vested in 
tiu; inter.statc oonunerce 
commission ? 
Hiis question has been raised by the so- 
c.iJled Shroveport rate case, and all the 
leading railroads have 
started 
cases 
se< king to dive.st the .state authority. 
I h t state cominissions and the shippers 
are opposed to tlii§ move. 
They con- 
tend tliat intrastate rates ought to be 
left to the authority of the state com- 
nufsions and that the federal commis- 
sion would not be equal to the task of 
rate maliing carried to the extent which 
would be necessary if the stiite commis- 
sions were wiped out. 
At the recent ses- 
sion of the state commissioners an ad- 
dress by Solicitor FarreT, of the inter- 
state 
commerce comruission, 
advocated 
an extension of the Shreveport doctrine, 
buu a resolution was passed by an over- 
vhtlming vote expressing the belief of 
the 
commissioners that 
the state 
au- 
thorities should-be upheld to a speci- 
fied de,gree. 
The 
resolution 
provided 
thnt the interstate commerce commission 
should not have legal power to enforce 
rules or rates or to exempt a railroad 
from rules or ra.te3 prescribed by state 
commissions until 
such rate 
or 
rules 
shall have been found unreasonable by 
judicial determination. 
In otlier words, 
tlie state commissioners believe that the 
courts should stand between the ruling 
of a state commission and the autliority 
of the interstate 
commission.

local school, including the teacher's sal- 
ary. 
Mr. Feagin found that out of 5.- 
42ri pupils entering the first grade in 
ohe schools inspected in Alabama, only 
si>cty completed the work of the fourth 
Vfar of the high school. 
Of the teach- 
ers, 76 per cent, are holding their pres- 
ent- positions for the first time. 
Of the 
remainder 
18 per 
cent, are 
teaching 
their second session in their first school, 
and only 19 per cent, have stayed more 
than two Tears in the same place.

reef, broke in two just before dawn to- 
day, with 
fifty-eight 
souls aboard. 


Three passengers 
and 
two seamen 
swam ashore, and while for a time there 
seemed small hope for any others, thir- 
teen more persons were rescued later, 
including Captain J. J. Carey, of the 
Hanalei. 


The schooner, which had been poundiid 
by the surf since yesterday noon, when 
she ran ashore in a fog, went all to 
pieces. 
Her bow, which hung over the 
reef and had been twisted to a 
right 
angle, slid into the water and drifted 
to within 100 yards of the beach. 
Tho 
quintet which first came ashore swam 
from this wreckage. 


One passenjrcr and one member of the 
crew wei'c drowned yesterday while try- 
ing: to {jet lines ashore. 


Life Savers in Peril. 


Five members of a life savinff crew, 
whose boat iipsot, were washed to thii 
.sidp of tlic Hanalei 
and 
were taken 
aboard. 
Captain 
John G. Clark 
was 
washed ashore in an unconscious condi- 
tion. 
When he regained 
consciousnos& 
his first thouglit was of the wreck and in 
a short time he was at work, putting his 
inortar into operation. 


Du.\bury reef ¡.s at the end of a nw- 
row channel 
running north from 
P:ui 
Francisco harbor along the very edge 
of the cliflFs. 
Little boats follow it in 
and out to avoid shoal Avatcr, known as 
the "Potato Patch," which begins just 
beyond the channel and runs for miles 
to sea. 
In clear weather it is ensily 
navigated. 
The Hanalei 
went 
ashore 
in a dense fog. 


When Hope Was Given Up. 


A few more hours would havo saved 
every soul aboard. One hour would have 
paved many. 
After all hope had been 
given up ashore and on board the wreck, 
the sixth line fired by the Golden Gate

life-saving crew 
under

Normal Nelson went over the vessel. A 
Vreeches buoy was rigged and then the 
line parted. 
Almost immediately there- 
after the Hanalei 
broke

amid 
cries which arose above the thunder of 
tin; surf. 
Efforts to take off the Hana- 
Ici'e passengers 
and crew from 
shore 
began late yesterday after a dozen ves- 
sels had tried t o reach her and were 
I revented b}^ fog and surf. 


The Fort Point life-saving crew from 
the beach tired lines which fell short un- 
rUl in desperation they double obarged 
tiifir mortar and it burst.

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Taking the Safe Course. 


In determining to bond its efforts toward the pas- 


sage of a new .state law \\-\\\c\] will enable Fort Wayne 
to proceed with its convention hall project. The Sentinel 
believes the < 
Jity council's committee of the whole has 


ta,ken the wise course. It is practically certain that de- 
feat would be the portion of anv movement which, under 
the present law, would seek to compel the county to bear 
any considerable portion of the burden. 
The project 


would most assuredly be stronp;lv opposed in the outside 
to^roishipe. rt, is justly and fairly a Fort Wavne work 


; -jyhicb. Fort Wayne should assume, upon its own account, 


whether municipally or by tlie raisins of funds by private 
subscription. 


The project, too, is much too important to be tabled. 


The need of tlie auditorium is pressing. Too much effort 
has already been expended upon it to permit the plan to 
be dropped. It is altogether probable that the state legis- 
lature which convenes in January will readily airroe to the 
passage of an act which will enable Fort Wayne and other 
cities which desire to do so to proceed with work of this 
character. This will eliminate all doubt as to the legal- 
ity of the proceeding and will pave the way for Fort 
Wayne to build an auditorium as a municipal structure if 
the people desire to do so. We believe, they will promptly 
avail themselves of the privilege. 


Wnether or not, the severe criticism of alleged prac- 


tices of the "kangaroo" court maintained among the pris- 
oners in the Allen county jail are justified could be very 
easily determined by an investigation by the board of 
state charities. Under the law this body is vested with 
power to supervise the county jails of the state. It visits 
them, inspects them and makes reports upon their condi- 
tion. It has frequently visited the Allen county jail and 
lias not hesitated to roundly condemn the character of the 
building and the inadequate sanitary provisions to be 
found there. It has been fully aware of the existence of 
the kangaroo court through this and former jail adminis- 
trations, for it has mentioned that institution in at least 
some of its reports. If the kangaroo court is half as bad 
as its critics are painting it. The Sentinel suggests that it 
is high time we were hearing from the board of state 
charities on the subject. 


Well, we're out of Mexico. The withdrawal of Gen- 


eral Funston and his troops from Ycra Cruz after seven 
months of rule there has been accomplished, and thus far, 
at least, no untoward incident has followed the departure 
of "Uncle Sam's fighting men. To this extent there is fur- 
ther .-justification of the president's policy of watchful 
waiting. We are out, and further settlement of affairs is 
once more up to the Mexican factions themselves. Every 
American will profoundly hope that we will have no need 
for going back.
